BALFOUB-8 STATEMENT. 


London, May 29.—The goTtrnment 


leadtr, A. J. Balfour, announced In 
the house of commons today that ht 
hoped ta be ablt on Monday next to 
anntnnet tht result of tht ptact ne- 
gotiations In South Africa. 


Mr. Balfour added: 
"I cannot, howerer, be absolutely 


certain of being In a poaition to do 
so, and until tht statement can be 
madt I do not think it expedient •- 
takt up the budget." 


The government leader alto aaid: 
"A rtctnt phrase, 'hung in the bal- 


anct,' his been absurdly misinter- 
preted aa referring to divisions In the 
cabinet on tht aubjcet of the budget. 
Tils la not a fact and the only point 
is whether tht house can properly 
be aaked to discuss tht budget until 
they k»ow precisely 
whtrt they 


stand in regard to the negotiations."

SAY BLOUNT WAS IN LIQUOR 


New York 
dispatches give addi- 


ional details of the death of Jesse F. 
Blount, of Fort Wayne, who was 
Tuaatd to death by an elephant In 
he Sell*-Forpaugh circus, and it li 
ilaimed that the man was under the 
nfluence of liquor. The huge beast 
urnsd upon him only after he had 
.ormented her persistently, among 
other things 
touching 
a lighted 


cigar to her trunk. 


According to the version given in 
iter dispatches Blount had been fol- 
owlng tht circus for a week endeav- 
oring to get a situation, though ou 
ils person was found a money order 
for S160 which it was said had been 
sent him by his mother. Blount 
slept tn the opea lots adjoining the 
circus 
tents 
Tuesday night, anl 


early Wednesday morning crawled 
under tht tent and began amusing 
himself 
with the animals. There 


were twenty of the elephants in line 
and though most of the attaches 
were asleep, two or three, who had 
,uit rolled out of blankets, say that 
Blount was staggering, 
and saved 


himself once from falling by grab- 
bing an elephant's trunk. 


Reaching "Tops" 
Biount, 
it is 


:laim«d, attempted to climb the lad- 
der-like harness about her trunk. 
kept there so that her trainer can 
climb to the top of her head when in 
:he arena. Blount, according to the 
dispatch, fell from the ladder and 
the beast gently pushed him away 
with her trunk. He did not take the 
hint, but instead held 
an empty 


whisky bottle to the end of hu 
trunk. 
The 
elephant napped her 


ears, a. warning that was lost on 
Blonnt, and then, winding her trunk 
around him, tossed him gently tbre? 
or four feet away. Blount 'ost his 
bottle, but didn't lose his grip on a 
lighted cigar. 
He approached cer 


again, in spite of the yells of the men 
who had seen him tossed aside, acd 
touched the 
sensitive 
end of her 


trunk with the lighted cigar. That 
was the last straw. 


Tops seized 
the man with her 


trunk, raised him as far as she could, 
and then slammed him down on th* 
ground with all her strength. Blount 
shrieked once when he was in the air. 
and that yell awoke every sleeper in 
tht tent. Non* of them dared to gc 
near Tops, however, for an hour. 


The enraged anixaal trumpeted and 


slashed right and left with her trunk 
till she set th* whole herd in an up 
roar. 
The other animals wert fin- 


ally quieted by being led off one at a 
time and picketed away' from th* 
scene of th* killing. Blount'a body 
was pulled away from In front r>f 
Tops with long poles and after that 
sht calmed down.

Claimed Amount Was Promised Elm 


by Brother—Had Threatened

He Is wSd to 
have declaied he needed th* money 
badly and to have become much in- 
censed when Paal replied that h* 
did not have th* sum on hand, add 
ng thtt,he should consult other 
members of th* family. Malcolm is 
said to hare replied that on* of tht 
icirs had kept th* agreement, but 
that he would not consult th* others
